Storm Center Moves Northward. 

‘ The storm center, after eaving the gulf 

coast, moved northwest to Oklahoma, then 

due north to Concordia, Kas., where it was 
on Monday evening. Up to that time it was 
diminishing in force. But from Concordia 
it turned northeast, increasing in intensity 

‘and moving across northern Illinois and 

southern isconsin, then across Lake Mich- 

igan and the northern end of the southern 

Michigan peninsula, and this morning it is 

over Ontario. 

The maximum wind velocity in Chicago, 
seventy-two miles, was at 2:45 p. m. From 
U o'clock a. m. it blew for seven or eight 
hours at a velocity of fifty miles and over 
constantly. Starting with a southerly wind in 
the morning, it shifted to southwest be- 
tween 2 and 8 o'clock, and to northwest 
about 7 o’clock. Maximum wind velocities 
reported from other places were forty miles 
at Milwaukee, Green Bay, and Grand 
Haven, thirty-eight at Detroit, and forty- 
eight at St. Louis and Indianapolis. 

The maximum temperature at Chicago 
yesterday was 88 degrees atlo’clock. After 
3 o'clock the temperature dropped rapidly 

> trom 86 to 68 degrees at 9 o'clock last night. 

che highest temperature reported was 96 de- 
trees from Pittsburg and Washington. 


Trouble with Telegraph Wires. 
The telegraph companies had considerable 
trouble with some of their lines. The West- 
ern ‘Union reported that its St. Louis and 
New York wires were most seriously inter- 
+ fered with. Of fifty-two wires which the 
Western Union has to New York but three 
Were working last night. The Postal had 
but one wire of thirty-eight. The storm 
in its effect on electric wires was the worst 
seen in Chicago for a long time.

Senator Hanna, chairman of the Repub- 
lican National committee, and Senator Ma- 
son were the chief speakers at a dinner 
given in their honor last night by the Ham- 
Uton club. It was Senator Magon’s first ap- 
pearance in the campaign, and great interest 
was manifested in his address. It was like- 
wise Senator Hanna’s first public appear- 
ance in Chicago since his recent arrival to 
take charge of national headquarters, and 
his speech aroused much enthusiasm. 

Among the invited guests present -were 
Vice Chairman H. C. Payne of the National 
committee and Chairman Hodges of the 
speakers’ bureau, Chairman Rowe and Sec- 
retary Fieldhouse of the State committee. 

The Marquette club also held a ratification 
meeting on the clubhouse lawn at Dearborn 
avenue and Maple street. Congressman 
Boutell, Speaker Lawrence Y. Sherman, and 
Mrs. Worthington of Sterling, III., were the 
Speakers there | 

Fred A. Bangs, President of the Hamilton 
club, officiated as toastmaster and intro- 
duced the speakers. He called upon Senator 
Mason to lead off. The Senator commended 
President McKinley's administration as one 
of the best this country ever had, and severe- 
ly criticised Bryan and his party. 


Hanna Sounds a Warning. 


Senator Hanna began by paying his com- 
pliments to Senator Mason, creating much 
laushter with his declaration that if he was 
to do any speaking this campaign he would 
prefer not to follow the junior Senator from 
Illinois.

BESSIE GREENHOFF TAKES 
POISON WHILE SEATED BY 
_ FRIEND ON CHURCH STEPS. 


Grief Because of Parents’ Death Given 
by Her as Cause for the Act—Brother 
Says That She Had Trouble with 
Sweetheart. 


Grief and loneliness because of the death 
of her parents are given by Bessie Green- 
hoff as the reason for her attempt to end 
her life last night. The girl is 19 years old, 
and lives with her brother, William Green- 
hoff, at 916 Sheffield avenue. Last evening 
she went walking with Flora Kleist, 120 
Osgood street, and the two sat down on the 
steps of St. Vincent’s Church, Webster ave- 
nue and Osgood street, to rest. Services 
were in progress in the church. 

While the girls were talking the Green- 
hoff girl took a small bottle from her pocket, 
and, after drinking the contents, gave the 
empty phial to her companion with the in- 
formation that she had drank carbolic acid. 

Miss Kleist gave the alarm, and the girl 
was taken into the church until an ambu- 
lance came from the Halsted Street Police 
Station and removed her to the German Hos- 
pital. To Father James Walsh of St. Vin- 
cent’s congregation, who accompanied her, 
she said she had been lonely 
mother died, over a year ago, and had de- 
cided to die. Her condition is serious. 

The girl’s brother, however, tells a dif- 
ferent story. He claims his sister has had 
some misunderstanding with Charles Koehn, 
a druggist, with whom she had been keeping 
company. This Koehn denied, and said that 
their relations had been those of mere 
friends, and that there had been no trouble 
of moment between them. . 

The girl’s father was Captain Greenhoff 
of Engine Company 11. He was killed ata 
fire in 1893.

Most of the people are waiting for relatives 
from Toledo, Cleveland, and Detroit. Every 
hour renders their anxiety greater, as the 
local agents of the line can give no news 
from the missing boat, except that they 
heard it was all right when two hours out 
from Ottawa Beach yesterday afternoon. 
They say they are confident the boat will 
weather the storm in safety. 

The No. 4 is a good steamer, and Superin- 
tendent Mercereau claims it should have no 

trouble in weathering the storm. : 

Superintendent Mercereau has been kep 
busy all night explaining to newcomers 
about the boat. He assured each that every- 
thing was safe and there was no cause for 
alarm. He said: 

“I telephoned to Holland, Mich., and the 
agent there said the Petoskey, which arrived 
there tonight, passed the No. 4 out in the 
lake and it was allright. The Petoskey was 
well to the south, as the No. 4 left the 
Beach at 2:30 o'clock. It must have been 
about 5 o’clock or after when the Petoskey 
passed, and it was well outinthe lake It 
is nothing unusual to have a steamer over- 
due, and in the best of weather No. 4 could 
not have arrived here before 10:30 o’clock.

FALLS DOWN ELEVATOR SHAFT. 


Percy Kerns Drops from Fifth Floor of 
the Yorkshire Hotel and Is Se- 
riously Injured. 


Percy Kerns, 18 years old, elevator boy at 
the Yorkshire Hotel, 1887 Michigan avenue, 
fell a distance of five floors down the eleva- 
tor shaft at the hotel last evening and sus- 
tained injuries that are probably fatal.

Negroes Looting Wrecked 
City Are Slain in Battle 
with Soldiers and 
Armed Guards. 


ANOTHER PLEA FOR AID. 


Decaying Corpses in the Streets 
Menace Health of Living 

and Many Bodies Are 
Burned in Debris. 


THOUSANDS ARE HOMELESS, 


Water, Food, Lights, Clothing, and 
Medical Supplies Have to Be 
Conveyed by Boat to the 
Starving People. 


SITUATION IS MORE DESPERATE, 


veston’s death list is many times greatef 
than at first supposed. It now seems certain 
the victims will number 5,000, Mayor Jones 
of Galveston gave that estimate in an appeal 
for help sent out tonight, and late dispatches 
would show even this great number may be 
exceeded. It is claimed over 2,300 bodies 
already have been disposed of, sunk at sea, 
buried in trenches, or burned. Most of these 
were badly decomposed. 8 
Seventy-flve smaller cities and villages are 
totally wiped out or have only a few bulld« 
ings standing, and these add 300 or more te 


devastated by the cyclone, not a house 
field escaping ruin. 

In Galveston the situafion is desperate, and 
Prompt and extensive relief alone cam pre 
vent an enormous increase in the number 
of dead. Five thousand families are dest 
tute, while few in all the city have food suf- 
ficient for one day. 


Pillagers Shot by Guards. 
Galveston is under martial law, and patrols 
of armed men walk the streets to prevent 
looting. Twenty-five negroes caught pik 
laging wrecked houses and stores were shot, 
and it ls reported a number of guards were 
killed in a conflict with the marauders. _ 


eight marauders caught looting the bodies 
and stores were kt by the sol- 
diers. The pillagers have become bold, eut- 
ting off fingers to secure diamond rings. 

General McKibben, commandint the De- 
partment of Texas, is now at Galveston to 
assume charge of affairs for the ¢vern- 
ment. He will be in command of the .ederal 
troops and wil! superintend the distribution 
of relief. 

The work of disposing of the dead ts being 
rushed as rapidly as possible to prevent an 
epidemic of disease, which now seems almost 
unavoidable. The bodies lying exposed to 
the hot sun already are far advanced in de- 
composition. In the pleas for supplies no 
coffins have been asked. it beine impossible 
to give the dead wen a sembl e of Chris- 


tian burial. All day drays have been haul- 


ing the corpses to the water's edge, where 
they are piled into barges, towed out into the 
gulf and tossed overboard. As the waters 
receded great trenches were dug in thesand 
and scores ef bodies burted in each. 


Bodies Burned with Debris. 

A more grewsome method of disposing of 
the dead adopted today was by fire. Where 
bodies were found mixed in with the heaps 
of débris in open places, with the prospect 
that it would take days to uncover them, the 
torch was applied and the wreckage and the 
corpses reduced to ashes. How many have 
been burned probably never wil! be known. 

Half the buildings in the city were raged 
to the ground by the cyclone, and scarcely 
one structure escaped serious damage Few 
of the residences are habitable, and those 
persons who cannot find quarters in the 
lic buildings are shelterless. 

Hundreds of those maimed or injured in 
the storm still are without medical attention, 
and unless drugs and bandages in large 
quantities are received without delay many 
of them will not survive. ie 


Lime and Disinfectants Needed. 

Among the articles declared most needed 
in the latest appeal sent out are lime and 
other disinfectants. These are wanted te 
cover the decaying heaps scattered all over 
the town. : 

Water is another of the foremost neces- 
sities, ranking ahead of food, of which the 
city is bare, while candles, kerosene, and 
es are on the list as required without 

elay. 

Clothing and household goods are asked, 
and it is announced they must be furnished 
with the least possible delay. 

It is said the water system may be re- 
stored by tomorrow or next day, but in the 
meantime the inhabitants have to depend 
upon the mainiand for their supply. 

As far as communication ts coneerned, Gal- 
veston might be 100 miles away, for the 
wires are down, the bridges beyond hope of 
repair, and the only way of reaching the 
city is by boat. 

News is coming in of losses in suburbs 
of Galveston. At Lucas Terrace, only 
twenty aut of seventy-seven persons who 
lived there were saved. In the Kinkead 
addition and the Colorado addition to the 
city the greater majority of the residents 
perished. 

Many Unidentified Are Buried. 

At Virginia Point eighty-one corpses have 
been buried in the prairie. The bodies had 
floated over from Galveston. The graves 
in which they were put were shallow and 
each grave was marked by astake. These 
stakes have cards reading: “ White woman 
about —— years old,“ White man about 
years old,” “ Male child,” and so on. The 
men who were taking bodies and burying 
them at Virginia Point did what they could 
to identify the dead, but in most cases there 
was no chances of recognition. They guessed

It is 
probable that they will reach Galveston some | 
time tonight.

The Relief 
committee is too busy to keep books, but a 
statement will be issued in a short time. 
The money raised in Houston alone amounts 
to $5,000 in cash and is still coming in. 

Governor Sayers has forwarded as much 
more. The Relief committee is using the 
money to help all points. Many entire towns 
are destitute, and numerous appeals for ald 
are being attended to. 

All the railroads are transporting phy- 
sicians free. 


Many Dead Sunk in Bay. 

More bodies have been picked up on the 
beach at Virginia Point and Texas City, and 
searching parties are now getting into the 
country between the two points. One mem- 
ber of the life-saving crew says he believes 
not one-third of the dead bodies are being re- 
covered. Many sank before reaching the 
beach, and he believes that a week will pass 
before the bay gives up all the dead. 

A man who arrived from Galveston today 
Says that the bodies cast into the gulf 
with weights and being buried in the sand 
where found in many cases are unidentified, 
and so the death list will never be known. 

All of the small boats and tugs in the 
bayou have been taken down to the bay to 
be used in ferriage. 

A traveling man who covers a big area of 
the State reports that for a hundred miles 
west of Houston the wind and storms have 
wrought great havoc and all chances fora 
crop have been destroyed. Southwest of 
Houston the fields are ruined. In large cot- 
ton growing counties around Houston it is 
said crops have been beaten into the ground 
and are worthless. 


OFFICIAL REPORT AT AUSTIN. 


Adjutant General Confirms Worst Ru- 
mors and Says Accounts Are 
Not Exaggerated. 


Austin, Tex., Sept. 11.—Official reports 
from Galveston to Governor Sayers today 
are that 400 bodies have been identified, 200 
more are in an improvised morgue awaiting 
identification, and many mor are thought to 
have drifted out to sea and their identity 
will got be known for weeks. A telegram 
from Adjutant General Scurry, who is at 
Galveston, to the Governor, is as follows: 

“Have just returned from Texas City 
with several Galveston parties who assure 
me that conditions there beggar description. 
Accounts have not been exaggerated. One 
thousand lost is too conservative. 

“While a portion of the provisions have 
been destroyed by water, a sufficient amount 
is on hand to relieve immediate necessities. 
The citizens seem to have the situation well 
in hand. United States troops and Company 
C Volunteer Guard, with citizens, patrol 
the streets to prevent looting. 


Advises General Appeal. 

I request W. B. Wortham to go to Gal- 
veston from Texas City for the purpose of 
advising me of the city’s most urgent needs 
and I returned here to report and ask for 
further instructions. I respectfully sug- 
gest that the distress is too great for the 
people of Galveston, even with the assist - 
ance of Houston, to stand, and that a gen- 
eral appeal for help would be welcomed. 
The estimate of 10,000 destitute does not 
seem to be excessive.”’

It reports reaching hers. are. true thieves 
have begun to enter the city for the pur- 
pose of pilfering the bodies of the dead. The 
Governor has been informed that the com- 
mander of the Texas troops has been or- 
dered to Galveston by the federal authori- 
ties, and the Governor will lend him every 
assistance possible with State n to keep 
vandalism down. 

There is only one road i 060 the 
coast from Houston and that will be placed 
under military supervision temporarily. 

Governor Sayers was today in receipt ofa 
telegram from Miss Barton of the Red Cross 
society offering the assistance of that as- 
sociation if necessary, ang he replied that 
he would call on the society if he found that 
its help was needed. 

According to reports to the Governar to- 
night the work of recovering corpses con- 
tinues unabated, and while a number of 
them are so mutilated that they cannot be 
recognized, they are being held as long as 
possible in the hope of securing their names. 
Quite a number of children are among the 
list. A large number of State militia tents 
were shipped from here to Galveston eer 
for temporary use on the island. 


Many Offers of Relief. 

Governor Sayers received upward of 1,000 
telegrams during the day from parties in the 
East and West offering assistance to the 
flood sufferers at Galveston and from vari- 
ous portions of the State reporting the col- 
lection of money and supplies. During the 
day Governor Sayers estimated that the re- 
ceipts in money from collections in this State 
would amount to $15,000, though from re- 
ports a great deal of money has been sent 
direct to Galveston instead of coming 
through the Governor, and the amount may 
be much larger than that stated. Governor 
Sayers will not make known the total 
amount until tomorrow.

BODIES ROT IN THE STREETS. 


Dead Heaped on Top of Great Piles of 
Debris by the Waves and 
Flood. 


| Houston, Tex., Sept. 11.—Details by a tug | 


from Galveston show that west of Thirty- 
third street the storm swept the ground clear 
of the residences that once stood upon it, 
and piled them up in a conglomerated mass 
five blocks back on the beach, strewing the 
piling with the débris and the bodies of its 
many victims. Many of these were lying out 
in the afternoon sun and were frightful to 
look upon. 

The fearful work of the storm was not 
confined to the district along the beach, but 
took in all the district in the city and the 
Denver resurvey, but it was near to the 
beach that most destruction to human life 
occurred. The waves washed away the 
Home for the Homeless, and it is thought 
that the inmates, consisting, of thirteen 
orphans and three matrons, were drowned. 

Out in the Denver resurvey the destruc- 
tlon was terrible. The government works 
were greatly damaged, and the buildings 
on the beach were washed out into the gulf 
and their occupants are thought to have 
perished. 

In the north part of the West End the dam- 
age was great also, almost every building 
being damaged to some extent and many 
are completely wrecked. The cotton and 
lumber yards, which are in that section of 
the city, were razed to the ground and much 
valuable machinery is ruined. 


HARD AT WORK ON STREETS. 


Order Being Gradually Restored in Gal- 
veston by Use of Heroic 
Measures. 


Galveston, Tex., Sept. 11, noon, via tug to 
Houston.—The white cotton screwmen’s or- 
| ganization held a meeting last night and 
offered their services, that of 500 able-bodied 
men, to the public committee to clear the 
streets of débris. : 

Big forces were at work last night and 
the situation is much improved so far as the 


was patrolled last night by regular soldiers 
and citizen soldiery. No one was allowed 
on the streets without a pass. Several 
negroes were shot for not halting when or- 
dered. It is reported that three of the eiti- 
zen soldiers were shot by negroes. 

The steamer Lawrence arrived here early 
this morning from Houston with water and 
provisions. A committee of 100 citizens was 
aboard, including several doctors and cooks. 
W. G. Van Vieck, general manager of the 
Southern Pacific railroad, arrived here this 
morning. He thought it would be possible 
to establish mail service from Houston tc 
Texas City tonight, with transfer boats to 
Galveston. 

Dead bodies have decomposed so badly it 
is impossible to send them to sea for burial, 
The water has receded so far, however, that. 


being buried where found. Débris covering 
bodies is being burned where it can be done 
safely. 

Work on the waterworks is being rushed, 
and it is hoped to be able to turna supply on 
this afternoon. 

The Relief committee met at 9 o’clock this 
morning. The city needs feed for horses. 
It is also badly in need of disinfectants. A 
barge load of lime at this time would bea 
blessing.

MANY STEAMERS MEET STORM. 


Vessels Reaching Norfolk, Va., Report 
Encounters with Hurricane and 
Probability of Marine Disasters. 


Norfolk, Va., Sept. 11.—-[ Special. I-Every 
steamer that arrived today from the South 
brought news of encounters with the West 
India hurricane that caused such widespread 
destruction on the southern coast. Two 
steamers that fared the worst were the 
British tramps, Moonstone and Montgomery, 
the former from Sabine Pass, Tex., and the 
latter from Ship Island, La. Captain Wili- 
lams of the Moonstone stated that in his 
thirty-five years of sea experience he never 


encountered sueh a storm. 


The Moonstone left Sabine Pass on Sept 5 
for Rotterdam, via Norfolk, with coal. 
Shortly after arriving in the open sea the 
vessel was struck by the hurricane, which 
was then sweeping down on doomed Galves- 
ton. A ninety-mile an hour wind caused seas 
that swept completely over the vessel's 
decks. The ship at times was engulfed and 
several sailors were thrown about and seri- 
ously injured.

SHIP Has A NARROW. ESCAPE; 


Salamanca, from Havana for New York, 
Passes Through the Storm Off | 
Clairsford Reef. 


New York, Sept. 11.—[Special.]—Captain 
Reynolds of the steamship Salamanca, which 
sailed from Havana for New York on Sept. 
4, arrived in port today after being caught 
in the hurricane which swept over Galves- 
ton. Captain Reynolds was off Clairs- 
ford Reef, in the Gulf of Mexico, when the 
storm broke, and his vessel was nearly 
wrecked there. 

“It blew for thirty-six notre after the 
storm broke, with the wind east-northeast 
to northeast, and off the reef of Clairs- 
ford we had a close shave,“ he said. 

We were running along all right in fair 
weather, when suddenly the sky began to 
grow black, as though a cloud suddenly had 
unrolled, and almost before we could pre- 
pare for it the storm was on us. 

It was as dark as night and we were run- 
ning straight in the teeth of the fiercest hur- 
ricane I ever encountered. We had to make 
the reef of Clairsford soon after the storm 
had begun. . 

“I knew if we could make the reef we'd 
be all right, for it would afford us some pro- 
tection. Well, we did it, but it is no exag- 
geration to say that we passed within 100 
feet of the lighthouse. We could have tossed 
a biscuit over, and the sight of the water 
churning over the hidden rocks that seemed 
right under us is one I'll not forgot soon. 

“We were considerably eased when we got 
by, and we kept the Salamanca head on until 
the hurricane died down. I knew it must 
be doing fearful damage somewhere. 

Captain Reynolds did not know of the dis- 
aster until he reached New York. 


RAILROADS’ LOSS IS HEAVY. 


Wharves, ‘Warehouses, : Depots, Tracks, 
and Bridges Ruined and All Busi- 
ness Is at a Standstill. 


Houston, Tex., Sept. 11.—The railroads will 
suffer the loss of millions of dollars on ac- 
tual damage, to say nothing of the loss 
from stoppage from business. At Galveston 
their wharves, warchouses, depots, and 
tracks are ruined. The costly bridges which 
connect the island are in ruins and must be 
entirely rebuilt. 

The International and Great Northern and 
Santa Fé have considerable track washed 
out, while the Galveston, Houston and 
Northern suffered heavily. 

Superintendent Mulvey has received notice 
that all the track between Seabrooke and 
Virginia Point, with all of the bridges, was 
washed away, and Section Foreman Scanlan 
and all his crew at Nadeau had been lost. 


HOUSTON CITIZENS AT WORK. 


Mayor Brashear to Take Charge of Re- 
lief Supplies Sent for People 
of Galveston. 


Houston, Tex., Sept. 11.—Pursuant to the 
proclamation of Mayor Brashear, issued on 
Sunday night, a citizens’ meeting was held 
in the City Council chamber at 9:30 o'clock 
last night for the purpose of organizing for 
the relief of the victims of the storm at 
Galveston and other places where relief is 
needed.

There is every reason to believe that the 
Yates vote will be as large as that given 
the Presidential ticket-.Judge Yates has en- 
cduntered no personal animosities, nor has 
any opposition of a personal character de- 
veloped as against him. 

The local Republicans were greatly de- 
lighted with the East St. Louis meeting, and 
Judge Yates hopes later on in the campaign 
to address another big demonstration in 
St. Clair County. 

Early this morning Judge Yates, with his 
party, went to Litchfield to address a méet- 
ing which was called for 10:80 in the fore- 
noon. Aside from being insufferably warm 
the day was rendered all the more uncdém- 
fortable by a scorching wind that blew likea 
hurricane, The public park, which had been 
chosen for the meeting, was abandoned and 
the meeting was held in the opera-house, 
which was totally inadequate to accommo- 
date the immense crowd. 


Yates Speaks at Litchfield. 

In the course of his remarks Judge Yates 
said: 

“In this campaign of 1900, the most im- 
portant since 1860, we have as our candi- 
dates for President and Vice President 
William McKinley and Theodore Roose- 
velt. The year 1860 brought to the defense 
of union and liberty no stronger heart or 
mightier soul than that of William McKin- 
ley. The year 1900 finds fastened upon it no 
more hopeful spirit or more watchful eye 
than that of Theodore Roosevelt. 

“The Republican party goes into the con- 
test of 1000 with the courage of 1860 on the 
right of the line and the boldness of 1900 on.

The dignity of the nation and 
the liberty of the citizen are alike Safe in 
their hands. Types of the good soldier, they 
are also types of the good citizen. They are 
model candidates. Around them at this hov- 
cluster the affections of the people, which 
neither criticism nor caricature can destroy 
or take away. | 

And when the polls shall open on elec- 
tion day Illinoisans, regardless of party, will 
demonstrate their faith in McKinley and 
Roosevelt by giving them a majority of a 
round hundred thousand.“ 

Senator Grenholt is making a telling fight 
for Congress as against Congressman Jett, 
Democrat, in the Litchfield district. Sena- 
tor Brenholt is stumping the district, mak- 
a schoolhouse canvass. The district in ques- 
tion is Democratic, but it has been carried 
by Senators Sparks and Brenholt as well. 

The Republicans will make a desperate 
fight also to carry the Thirty-eighth Sena- 
torial District, composed of Counties of 
Montgomery, Bond, and Fayette. It has 
for four years been represented in the Sen- 
ate by a Populist-Democrat, named Dress- 
er, living at Greenville. The Republicans 
think they can carry it this time, and have 
selected as their Senatorial candidate, H. F. 
Hunt, a stock ratser and farmer of Mont- 
gomery County. He is making a house to 
house canvass and has every hope of suc- 
cess, although the district under. ordinary 
circumstances is Democratic. The Repub- 
licans have nominated for the House Frank 
Milner and Joseph Watts. 

In this district the fight between the Cullom 
and anti-Cullom folks is being bitterly 
waged. Watts is supposed to be a Cullom 
man, and his affiliations and associations 
are along that line. Milner says he will make 
no open declarations at this time as to his 
choice for the Senate. Cullom’s people have 
tried their best to get some sort of an ex- 
pression of opinion from Milner, but he won't 
talk. So they have tabbed him up as being 
opposed to. Cullom, and the result of it all 
will be that the Cullom people in the dis- 
trict will likely vote for Watts and the anti- 
Cullom people will support Milner. 

At 3 in the afternoon Judge Yates landed 
in Mattoon. In the street waiting to re- 
ceive him stood sixty old men, who wore 
badges with this inscription: “We voted 
for the father in 1860; we will vote for the 
son in 1900.“ 

Thousands of people greeted the visitors 
in the park where the public meeting was 
held. Addresses were made by Judge Yates, 
H. J. Hamlin, and W. R. Jewell. At 6:40 the 
party started for Charleston. 


Great Gathering at Charleston. 

Charleston, III., Sept. 11.—I[ Special. 
Yates party was brought here on a special 
train. A local committee escorted Judge 
Yates to the city. On arriving at the sta- 
tion a large parade was found in waiting. 
The public speaking began as soon as the 
party could reach the Opera-House. 

This made the third large crowd Judge 
Yates addressed during the day, at Litch- 
field, Mattoon, and Charleston.

While the increase for the last ten years 
was fair, it does not begin to compare with 
that of the previous ten years. In 1890 the 
population was 83,115, a gain of 82,277, or 
8,851.67 per cent over 1880, when the total 
population was but 838. Thus it will be seen 
that in twenty years Duluth has grown 
from a struggling village to a creditable 
place among the 124 leading cities of the 
country. 

The Census bureau announces that the 
population of Worcester, Mass., is 118,421, 
as against 84,655 in 1890. This is an increase 
of 33,766, or 39.89 per cent.

issue that has been injected in this campaign 
has been for the purpose of throwing dust 
in the eyes of our working people. [Ap- 
plause.] 

“They believe that they can catch the 
laboring vote by preventing the discussion 
of the 60-cent dollar, because in the cam- 
paign of 1806, the greatest campaign of edu- 
cation that was ever made in this country, 
there was not a man that could read in 


about the 50-cent dollar. They know from 
their own experience the results of that edu- 
cational work done by the Republican party, 
and although Mr. Bryan made it a condition 
of his nomination that the Chicago platform 
should be reaffirmed, they had no sooner 
launched their craft upon the seas than they 
found it was leaking and they were afraid 
of going down with it. They are afraid of 
the silver question. Then, some are con- 
soling themselves with the idea that the 
issue is ended and that the currency question 
is settled. Why? Because they say the 
majority in the United States Senate will 
prevent any change in that law. There is 
not a man in this room who has read Sec- 
retary Gage's statement but what knows of 
the danger even as the law exists. 


Gives a Few Figures. 


“But let me give you a few figures. 
If Mr. Bryan is elected by the vote of those 
men who are in favor of sound money, but 
believe that that issue is over and that they 
can go back to the Democratic party feeling 
perfectly safe that it is over, let me teil you 
what would happen. The conditions which 
would bring about that result, the election 
of Mr. Bryan, would carry the following 
States which are now represented in the 
United States Senate by Republicans: 
West Virginia, Kansas, Nebraska, Colo- 
rado, Idaho, and Wyoming—six States; and 
the law of elections would change six United 
States Senators from the Republican to the 
Democratic party. The currency bill was 
passed by a majority of eighteen in the 
Senate. Since that time we have lost two 
sound money Democratic Senators, Lindsay 
of Kentucky and Caffrey of Loulsiana; that 
brings it down to fourteen. Now, you lose 
six more Senators and that brings the 
majority down to two, don't it, and then 
where are you? Here are three vacancies: 
Utah, Pennsylvania, and Delaware. Penn- | 
sliyvania is safe for the Republicans and the 
others probably for the Democrats under 
the same conditions. You lose one Senator 
there and you have got down to one major- 
ity. God only knows what Wellington 
would do. [Laughter.] And there is your 
safe majority for the preservation of your 
sound money. Of course the House goes 
with the President, and there you have 
hanging in the balance of this campaign 
all that you fought for and won in 1896, and 
I want to impress that upon every sound 
money Democrat who voted with us in 1806 
upon that principle and proposes to go back 
to his paty this time because that issue 
is ended. 


Wants the Facts Known. 


It has been suggested that I should not 
talk this before the public, when I gave it 
out as an interview in New York; that is 
was discouraging. That is what I want. I 
want everything that is discouraging right 
up in front of me, and I want to meet it now. 
[Great applause.] I want every man who 
expects to be called upon for his services in 
this campaign to know the facts, and I 
don't want any sentimental idea that we are 
all right anyhow. Therefore, I say to the 
Republicans of the West, there is always 
danger until the ballots are counted, and 
there is danger now, and we must meet it. 
I know the Hamilton club wil do their 
share.“ [Great applause and cheers.] 


Presents McKinley’s Picture. 


Before entering upon his prepared speech 
Senator Mason presented a picture of Mc- 


‘Kinley to the club, in these words: It is a 


splendid likeness of a splendid President of 
a splendid country. When anybody tells 
you that the President does not run the af- 
fairs of his office himself you say to them 
they don’t know what they are tal 
about, and that I do.“ 


Real Issues Remain Same. 


Senator Mason sald in part: 

“The real issues of the campaign are 
practically the same as they were in 15896, 
and the great issue between the two parties 
is now as it Was then, whether we are to give 
the labor of this country to the laboring peo- 
ple of this country. I do not in any way in- 
tend to belittle the issue of sound money; I 
do not intend to overlook any of the great 
questions involved, but I respectfully insist, 
and our history shows it to be true, that 
when those who labor with their hands are 
employed and receive a fair day's wages for 
a fair day’s work the country is prosperous 
and happy; and also, when people are unem- 
ployed and protective duties are taken away 
and we purchase the product of the labor 
of other countries, disaster and ruin come 
to the people, and every time we have tried 
it the plain people have been clothed with 
the badge of poverty and aften fed them- 
selves at the public souphouses of Democ- 
racy.

He referred to the labor troubles on the 
new postoffice building, saying he had heard 
the statement it was President McKinley’s 
fault non-union labor was being employed. 

What hope is there for fair play when 
such methods and such things are used,“ h 
said. I do not happen to know what the 
situation is between the contractors and 
empleyés; I hope they will be adjusted in a 
way that will give the laborers their reason- 
able demands; I believe their demands are

The voice of the republic, lifted among 
the nations of the world, was disappointing 
to those who stood ready to plunder, but ear- 
ly history will write and all future history 
will confirm that the President’s course on 
the Chinese situation gives the lie to the 
charge of imperialism made against him, and 
proves him to be the faithful servant of a 
great republic.”

Clubhouse, 


man Boutell opened his campaign 


Congress 
in the Sixth District with a meeting held on 


the lawn adjoining the Marquette clubhouse 
last evening. At the start it looked as if it 
would have to be called off, so hostile was 
the weather, but conditions changed some- 
what, and what at first promised to be a 
failure turned out @ success. 

While the officers of the club were won- 
dering whether it would be possible to hold 
a meeting of any kind in the face of the 
gale and the sprinkling of rain which threat- 
ened every moment to turn into a storm, a 
band was heard coming up street, and behind 
it were marching 500 of the German Rough 
Riders, clad in Khaki uniforms: As they 
swung into the lawn they began cheering for 
Boutell, more than 1,000 residents of the dis- 
trict following them, In a few moments 
there was neither seating place nor standing 
room on the lawn. 

It was an enthusiastic meeting from the 
start. Chairman Goodman of the Commit- 
tee on Political Action of the club struck the 
keynote in introducing the Congressman 
when he sald the enthusiasm of the German 
Rough Riders had made 7 meeting when it 
was thought one could not possibly be held, 
and pear audience kept up that enthusiasm to 


Congressman Boutell was liberally ap- 
plauded from the beginning to the end of 
his speech. Probably the reference which 
was most warmly received was that which 
he made in speaking of the Democratic cry 
of “imperialism "’ and “ militarism,” when 
he said it reminded him of a jack-o’-lantern, 
in which the fearful oger of a hollowed out 
pumpkin was intended to hide the real issue 
of 16 to 1 behind it. . 


People Are Framing Issues. 

Congressman Boutell began with the 
statement that this year the people and not 
the politicians were framing the issues of 
the campaign, and were looking for what 
would be of the greatest good for themselves 
and the country. The unceasing Demo- 
cfatic abuse of President McKinley was de- 
nounced by the speaker as unwarranted and 
outrageous. He compared it with the abuse 
which was heaped upon Lincoln many years 
ago. There were, he said, men now living 
who had voted for Lincoln in 1860, who 
voted against him in 1864, but no one eVer 
heard them speak of i So men now who 
voted for McKinley in and against him 
in 1900 would be sorry for it all their days. 

The speaker then reviewed the causes 
which led to the Spanish war and the re- 
sults of that war, the situation in the Philip- 
pines, Cuba, and Porto Rico, and commend- 
ed the course of the President throughout. 
Then, coming to Bryan's cry of “ imperial- 
ism the Congressman defined it by saying: 
As nearly as I can make out imperialism 
means the expansion of national territory 
under a Republican administration.” 

He proceeded to show how expansion had 
flourished under Democratic administra- 
tions, how Jefferson acquired the Province 
of Louisiana, how Monroe added Florida, 
how Polk added Texas, and again New 
Mexico and southern California, and bow 
Johnson acquired Alaska. Polk tried to 
acquire Cuba, and James Buchanan, John

tend manifesto saying Cuba should be an- 
nexed by purchase if possible, by force if 
necessary.

6 to speak in the capital of each of the ald 
slave States, urging the repeal of all con- 
stitutions and laws designed to disfranchise 
thé colored population or restrict their suf- 
trage, insisting that the State and local 
authorities shall see that every colored voter 
has full opportunity to cast his ballot and 
have it counted, advising the white populs- 
tion to live up to the Declaration of Indo- 
pendence, respect the provisions of the con- 
stitution, and allow colored voters to give 
their opinion in the choice of their Govern- 
ors and legislators, and submit themselves 
to the rule of the majority, without regard 
to race, color, or previous condition of servi- 
tude. If Bryan will accept this challenge, 
then he will prove himself to be an idealist, 
pure and honest, for the Southern people 
would give up Bryan and Bryanism before 
they would permit their governments to de- 
rive any of their powers from the consent 
of the governed. If Bryan declines this 
challenge, then he is a sham idealist. He is 
an ideal sham.’’ 


Bryan Pledged to Free Silver.

ASK SUPREME COURT TO DECIDE 


Question of Sangamon County’s Popu- 
lation and a Law of Procedure Affect 
_ Bight to Probate Officers. 


Springfield, III., Sept. 11.—[{Special.]—The 
Supreme Court will be asked to decide 
whether the nominations for Probate Judge 
and Clerk, made by both the Republicans 
and Democrats of ngamon County, are 
legal. The census returns have not been 
announced, but it is believed the county has 
the requisite population of 70,000, which en- 
titles it to probate officers, and on this sup- 
position the nominations were made. The 
law further provides that the Probate Judge 
and Clerk shall be elected at the same time 
the County Judge is elected. As a County 
Judge will not be elected - in Sangamon for 
two years, the nominations were ostensibly 
made to fill vacancies. A question has arisen, 
whether under the law nominations can be 


made to fill vacancies when the office to be 


filled has never existed. The Supreme Court 
will de asked to decide this point.

First Cashier’s Experience. 


Statements made by a former cashier of 
the bank to A. J. Gray, 608 Northern Build- 
ing, attorsey for Mr. Thurtell, shows an 
anomolous financial condition from the start. 
The bank was opened on March 3 as an ad- 
junct to the Occident Safety Deposit Vaults, 
controlled by Thompson, and Dr. Miller, 1145 
California avenue, was taken in as a part- 
ner. J. A. Earle, 2021 Lexington street, was 
employed as bookkeeper and later informed 
that he would act also as cashier and teller. 


Mr. Earle asserts that he was informed by 


Thompson that the bank would have a cap- 
ital of $25,000 and would deposit $10,000 with 
the Fort Dearborn or the Bankers’ National 
Bank as a clearing fund. The cashier had 
proposed giving a surety bond of $10,000, but 
was assured that it was unnecessary. Mr. 
Earle states that the §700 expended for fur- 
niture, lithographing, stationery, and rent 
was taken from the depositors’ accounts. 

A curious method of clearing was in vogue, 


as the owners of the bank had failed to de- 


posit a clearing fund. On receipt of tele- 
phone from the various Chicago 
banks, stating that a check of the Occident 
Bank had been deposited, the message would 
be jotted down by the cashier. Each morn- 
ing at 9 o’clock Mr. Thompson would journey 
to the different banks and take up the 
checks. They would then be entered on the 
books as cleared.“ At one time the bank 
had $1,500 on deposit at the Bankers’ Na- 
tional Bank. The amount required for a 
clearing fund is $10,000. 


Earle Thought Best to Resign. 
„Under the banking laws of this State, as 
cashier, I was equally liable with the own- 
ers for indictment if trouble occurred,“ said 
Cashier Barie. “A cashier must know the 
condition of his bank and if the provisions 
of the law are being violated. I believe the 
bank was insolvent from the date of its in- 
ception and thought it best to resign. I un- 
derstand my successor was of the same 
opinion.” 
Involuntary bankruptcy proceedings were 
filed against the bank on Aug. 28 by three 
depositors and a receiver was appointed. 


CASHIER MISSES GOLD PIECES. 


Accuses Peter Becker of Stealing, Has 
Him Arrested, and Then Fails to 
Identify Money.

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MAY BLOCKADE CAR LINES 


SOLON SEEKS 
MEANS OF COMPULSION. 


By Barricading Tracks He Can Force 
Companies to Make Needed Repairs 
in Streets—Idea Submitted to Law 
Department for Opinion on Its Legal 
ity—-Plan of Changing Tax Warrant 
Law—Sait Against Fanny O'Grady, 
Who Refuses to Move. | 


By barricading the lines of street railway 
Sompanies Superintendent Selon of the 
Street Cleaning department believes the city 
can force the traction companies to make 
necessary repairs to the surface of ‘the 
street between the rails without awaiting 
the long process of law. He has asked the 
city law department if such an obstruction 
to traffic would be legal. The companies 
whose cars it is desired to stop are the Gen- 
eral Electric, the Calumet Electric, and the 
South Chicago Street Car company. 

The conditions of the right of way of the 
General Electric company in Throop street 
and of the Calumet and South Chicago com- 
panies in Pullman are said to be dangerous 
to vehicles and to pedestrians. It is asserted 
that the companies have been slow to make 
the repairs and that some method of forcing 
them other than that available in a suit 
under their ordinance is necessary. The city 
would be liable for damages incurred on ac- 
count of the broken streets. 

“There are cases in which all the com- 
panies are at fault, including the Union 
Traction company, but the larger ones are 
quicker to act upon notice,“ said Superin- 
tendent Solon. The city should not be 
held liable for damages resulting from the 
condition of the right of way of a street car 
company, and ft cannot await the finding of 
a court.“ 

Property-owners in Clark and Wells streets 
are preparing to bring mandamus proceed- 
ing against the Union Traction company to 
compel it to pave its right of way with the 
same material used in the paving of the 
streets. 


Amend Special Assessment Law. 
An amended law as a substitute for the 
special assessment law has been prepared 
by the City Council Special Assessment 
committee, by which it is expected that pro- 
visions of the old law alleged to be unjust 
to property-owners will be corrected. The 
two essential changes which the new law 
contemplates are: : 
That interest on warrants shall not be 
charged until the work has been begun, in- 
stead of being dated from the time of con- 
firmation. 
That an abatement on the assessments 
shall be made when the contracts are placed, 
10 per cent being reserved for emergen 
to be rebated if not needed. 
The latter change will do away with the 
present rebate system to a large extent. An 
injustice of the present system, it is said, 
is that money raised on one warrant, if 
found to be in excess of the sum demanded 
for the improvements, has not been returned 
to the property-owners, but has been used 
on other warrants which fell short of the 
needed sum, or on which collections could 
not be made. There is a deficit of $700,000 
in warrants.

TO STOP INSURANCE MERGER. 


Suit by Henry Sander Objecting to 
Northwestern Lifeand Mutual Re- 
serve Fund Consolidation. 


Litigation involving the Northwestern Life 
Assurance company, which recently trans- 
ferred its policies to the Mutual Reserve 
Fund Life association of New York, has been 
complicated further by the filing of an an- 
wer and cross bill by Henry Sander, who 
alleges that the appointment of Stewart 
Goodrell ag receiver of the company was 
procured through collusion between the com- 
plainant and the officers of the company. 
He asks that the Northwestern Life, the 
Mutual Reserve Fund, and Receiver Good- 
rell be restrained from withdrawing any 
part of the comp&ny’s guarantee fund of 
$102,000 which is deposited with the State 
Insurance department. It is alleged that the 
counsel for the company withdrew the pleas 
in defense of the suit of Mrs. Emma Franke, 
permitting the entering of a judgment 
against the company for $8,953. Later in 
the day this judgment was made the basis 
of a suit for the appointment of a receiver. 

The allegations of the cross bill and an- 
swer insist that the Northwestern Life As- 
surance company is absolutely solvent and 
that its funds properly managed would en- 


mable it to remain in a stable condition. It 18 


alleged that “large sums of money belong- 
ing to the members of the Covenant Mutual 
Life association have been diverted and 
squandered in other directions and for other 
purposes by the officers of the Northwestern 
Life Assurance company for the purpose of 
wrecking said company and thereby conceal- 
ing the actual doings of said officers.” 

In conclusion the cross bill prays that the 
officers of the Northwestern Life Assurance 
company be restrained from transferring 
any of its assets to the Mutual Reserve 


Fund Life association.

Goodwin Declines to Attend Meeting

Something of a sensation was sprung when 
President George T. Caram of St. Louie 
read a letter from Warren F. Goodwin of 
Chicago, chairman of the Governing com- 
mittee, declining to be present and take 
part in the proceedings until charges re- 
garding brokerage matters in Colorado, 


made at the office of the Union Assurance 


company in London, England, have been 
taken up and disposed of. J. W. G. Cofran 
of Chicago was appointed temporary chair- 
man of the Governing committee in order to 
allow the regular business to proceed. This 
committee made four recommendations, 
which were unanimously adopted.

Warren F. Goodwin's letter stated that 
he was dissatisfied with a complaint made 
to his company, the Union Assurance of 
London, and had been advised by the com- 


pany to remain away from the union meet- 


ing. Word came from New York City on 
Monday that Mr. Goodwin might not come, 
and that there was trouble brewing. Mr. 
Goodwin, in connection with Hall & Hen- 
shaw of New York and Goodwin, Hall & 
Henshaw of Chicago, is one of the United 
States managers of the Union Assurance. 
“This whole trouble,” said a prominent 


union member, comes directly from the 


charge made by the Local ents’ associa- 
tion of Colorado, Wyoming, and New Mex- 
feo. After making a specially low rate on 
the plants of the American Smelting com- 

les in those States, a portion of the line, 
Bandled by Higgins & Johnson, was placed 
through the Chicago and New York con- 
nections of Goodwin, Hall & Henshaw. This 
caused much feeling among the Western 
agents, who expected to write that part 
of the smelting lines within their immediate 
territory. At the time Mr. Goodwin stated 
that the agents were laboring under a mis- 
understanding, as far as his firm was con- 
cerned.” 


Bates on Gasoline. 
Chairman H. C. Eddy of the Gasoline com- 
mittee reported a recommendation to make 


an extra mandatory rate of 25 cents on the 


$100 on all risks, including flats and dwell- 
ings, where more than one gallon of fluid 
was kept on the premises; 50 cents where 
the quantity ranged from five to 10 ggali- 
lons, and 75 cents for ten gallons to a barrel. 
Where gasoline vapor lamps or lighting sys- 
tems are to be used it was considered ad- 
visable that they be first passed upon by 
the Bureau of Fire Protection Engineers, 
and that the use of all unsafe machines be 
absolutely prohibited. | 

The Committee on Fire Protection En- 
gineers was increased from seven to eleven. 

President Cram in his annual address took 
up the question of writing commercial lines 
for from two to five year terms, and charac- 
terized it as an abuse that should be re- 
stricted. From his point of view it was a 
growing evil. While such a plan might be 
well for dwellings, the old method of one- 
year policies on manufacturing and com- 
mercial lines was all the risk that companies 
could assume in these days of changing con- 
ditions. 

He said that in justice to the companies 
there should be a readjustment of rates 
on all classes of risks that have proved un- 
profitable, according to the actual experi- 
ence of underwriters, in order that the 
premium receipts be sufficient to maintain 
the companies on a sound business basis. 
He considered that it was necessary for 
the union to take definite action in the way 
of advancing rates and hoped that some- 
thing would be done in that direction. 

The decision of the Supreme Court of 
Ohio that the union does not conflict with 
the anti-trust laws of that State had, Mr. 
Cram said, been the means of putting an 
end to much unfair and uncalled for op- 
position to the union in other States. In 
addition to this favorable turn in the union's 
affairs, he said that he was glad to say 
that the plan of graded commissions and 
separation of agencies decided upon by the 
union at the meeting a year ago had been 


found to work well and had been quite gen- 


erally adopted by companies. 


Chicago May Get President. 

Chicago is likely to get the next President. 
The election takes place tomorrow.

Previous to her flight from Chicago Mrs. 
O'Neill had been running up accounts with 
leading State street merchants for three 
years. She is said to be in the debt of these 
merchants to the extent of $50,000. Among 
the firms which have claims against her are: 
Marshall Field & Co., Mandel Bros., Rowe 
Bros., Spaulding, & Co., Burley & Co., and 
Wilt & Co. 

Previously Arrested in Canada. 

‘Agents of the Chicago houses had her ar- 
rested in Montreal and began seven attach- 
ment suits against her, but the cost of sus- 
taining the suits was so large that the case 
was dropped. Later she went to Paris. 

A considerable amount of the property 
purchased by Mrs. O’Neill was located in 
Baltimore, New York, and Chicago, where 
it had been stored in the name of her father. 
From $6,000 to $7,000 worth of goods, con- 
sisting of laces and dress goods of every de- 
scription, was discovered in safety deposit 
vaults at Pontiac, Mich. 

Furs and Jewels Not Recovered. 

After a legal fight the trustee in bankrupt- 
cy succeeded in securing possession of this 
property, which was placed on sale at auc- 
tion in Chicago last January. Nearly $16,- 
000 was realized from the sale of the goods 
and distributed by a dividend to the credit- 
ors. Everything except the jewelry and furs 
which Mrs. O'Neill was known to have has 
been recovered. Her former maid testified 
that the furs alone were worth from $50,000 


Mrs. O'Neill returned to this country under 
tthe name of Gates, and has been in Pontiac 
at least a week. Her presence there was dis- 
covered by a Detroit attorney by mere ac- 
cident. She will remain in the custody of 
the United States Marshal for ten days, at 
the end of which time, if no case is made 
against her, she will be released.

The shipping business wa re- 
sponsible for the firm close, in spite of 
claims of duplication or exaggeration in 
the local figures, and the fact that a good 
share of the sales were to replace wheat 
now tied up in Galveston, which had been 
taken by exporters for prompt shipment. 
October showed the best gain, 1%c, selling 
at 75%c and closing 4%@%ec lower The bot- 
tom price of Te was made at the opening. 
August closed at 745%@74%c and November 
at 75%@76c. There was some improvement 
in the market, but the trade was mainly 
local, and larger in Volume than for some 
days. The old bull crowd showed a renewal 
of confidence, and bid the market up. There 
were no large lines out, the owners of which 
were in search of immediate profits, and 
the local bulls were able to take care of all 
offerings handily, while there was some 
covering by shorts to help the good cause 
along. Dunn, Mitchell-Pringle, and Rankin 
were open buyers, and Baker, Driver, 
George T. Smith, George Patten, and 
Cudahy. were presumed to be picking up a 
good deal of wheat again. Early Liverpool 
advices were unfavorable, that market 
opening 4d lower, but it recovered, closing 
d higher, while spot was steady to 1d 
higher. The Northwest news more than 
offset the disappointment caused by low 
cables. One big elevator-owner at Minne- 
apolis announced a thirty-seven-day flood. 
“It is the worst condition of things with us 
throughout the Northwest I ever faced in 
thirty-four years. It is as much worse than 
it was last June as you can imagine. Been 
raining since Aug. 5.“ The Minneapolis 
market was strong on reported country buy- 
ing, up 1½e when the local advance. had only 
reached %c. This stimulated the local bulls, 
but Minneapolis retained. part of its lead, 
cash closing 1%c higher, on a level with De- 
cember, which gained 144c, Duluth gained 
1%@1\%c, New York 1%c to Ie. The 
primary movement figures were less dis- 
couraging to holders. Northwest receipts 
were 601 cars, to 1,862 last year, and Chicago 
got 567, or 353 less than the estimate, to 238 
last year. Primary receipts were 1,293,112 
bu, to 1.899 719 bu last year, shipments be- 
ing 805,416 bu, to 875,958 bu last year. Clear- 
ances were 475,980 bu, wheat and flour. To- 
tal local stocks in public and private ele- 
vators showed an increase of 1,181,000 bu 
for the week, to 18,830,000 bu, suggesting 
some delay in shipping the large quantities 
sold for export last week. Contract stocks 
increased 320.715 bu, and are 9,995,444 bu, 
made up of 8,827,027 bu No. 1 Northern and 
1,162,514 bu No. 2 red winter. Bradstreet's 
report of the world’s avallable supply showed 
‘an increase of 2,463,000 bu for the week, 
compared with one of 4, 935.000 bu last year.

Corn Lags Behind.

Droughty Conditions Prevail in the 

East, While the Middle and West 
Report Beneficial Rainfalls—Cotton 
and Tobacco Good; Apples Pienti- 


Promise Well Throughout the Coun- 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 11.—[Special.]— 
The official summary of crop conditions, as 
given out by the Agricultural department, 
is as follows: 

Hot and dry weather has been a marked 
feature of the reports from the greater num- 
ber of the States east of the Rocky Moun- 
tain slope, excepting the Northwest and the 
upper peninsula of Michigan, where rains 
have retarded work and caused some dam- 
age to outstanding crops. Beneficial rains 
occurred in Florida, New Mexico, and por- 
tions of Alabama, Louisiana, Illinois, Ohio, 
New York, and Pennsylvania. Droughty 
conditions, however, prevail in New Eng- 
land, the Atlantic coast States, the central 
valleys, northern portion of the gulf States, 
and the southern plateau region. 


Cotton, Tobacco, and Apples Fair. 

In the eastern part of the cotton belt the 
greater part of the crop is now open and 
picking is progressing rapidly. No serious 
injury to cotton from the recent tropical 
storm is reported from the central section; 
in Louisiana the first picking is ylelding falr- 
ly well, but the prospects for a top crop in 
that State, as well as in Mississippi and 
North Carolina, are unfavorable. 

The greater part of the tobacco crop has 
been housed and curing is progressing. Gen- 
erally good crops are reported from Indiana, 
Ohio, Pennsylvania, and New York. The 
late crop was seriously injured by drought 
in portions of Kentucky and an inferior yield 
is indicated in North Carolina. 

While the apple crop as a whole is gen- 
erally promising, reports during tle weex 
as to rotting and dropping are numerous in 
all sections, excepting New York. 


Summary of Crop Conditions. 

The following statements are based upon 
reports from more than 12,000 climate and 
crop correspondents collected at State sec- 
tion centers of the climate and crop service 
of the Weather bureau:

MR. BOUTELL’S ADDRESS. 

The speech delivered by Congressman 
Boutell before the Marquette club last even- 
ing was in his best vein.

Boutell’s definition of imperialism as “ the 
expansion of American territory under a 
Republican administration” is a happy 
statement of the case.

The speaker gave special attention to the 
insincerity of the whole Bryan platform, 
and the false pretenses of the champion of 
Aguinaldo have never been more thoroughly 
exposed. Mr. Boutell’s challenge to Bryan, 
daring him to stump the South and urge a 
local application of his “consent of the 
governed shibboleth, is a fair one, but 
there is no probability of its being accepted. 

Mr. Bryan’s solici- 
tude over the Filipinos is merely a political 
pose to catch ultra-sentimental voters. At 
heart he cares no more for the political rights 
of the brown men than for those of the 
black men. The utterances of the Demo- 
cratic leader in the House, quoted by Mr.

The attempt of the united Democratic mi- 
nority to fasten a heavy war tax upon the 
Porto Ricans in place of the generous sys- 
tem now enjoyed by them at Republican 
hands also stands on the records to con- 
demn the Bryanite party.

DISHONESTY IN THE PRIZE RING. 

The repeal of the Horton law did not go 
into effect in New York a day too soon, judg- 
ing from the scandalous character of the 
closing event of the season, the Corbett- 
McCoy fight. Both Mrs. Norman Selby, 
wife of the latter, and Mrs. James J. Cor- 
bett are in the courts seeking divorces from 


their dishonest pugilistic spouses. Leaving 


aside various other causes which the two 
wives allege are grounds for divorce, and 
which include nearly all the sins in the cal- 
endar, their statements tally as to the 
“fake” character of the contest between 
the “ Kid” and “ Gentleman Jim.” 

As the story of the aggrieved women goes, 

before the fight, on Aug. 30, the Kid en- 
tered into an arrangement with a book- 
maker and the proprietor of a gambling- 
house at Cheyenne that Corbett should be 
the victor, the “Kid” agreeing, in the 
language of the ring, “to lay down,” and 
to deposit $10,000 as security that he would 
carry out his part of the agreement. For 
his duplicity the Kid“ received $100,000, 
the two gamblers making an unknown 
amount by procuring bets through their 
agents all over the country that Corbett 
would win the contest, which he did. Hew 
much Corbett got as his share is not known, 
as Mrs. Corbett is not so well acquainted 
with her husband’s finances as Mrs. Selby 
is with the“ Kid's,“ but that he was know- 
ing to the agreement is clear from her ap- 
plication. He undoubtedly made a hand- 
some sum out of the gulls, which he has 
taken with him to Europe, whither his irate 
wife, it is said, will. soon follow him, bent 
upon a scheme of revenge. 
The developments in this case will tend 
to throw suspicion upon the honesty of all 
ring contests. It is well known that the 
prize fighters during the lagt year or two 
have made large sums and some of them 
comfortable fortunes. The promoters of 
these contests have also handsomely en- 
riched themselves, and in New York Tam- 
many has been a considerable gainer by 
making it possible, through its police, for the 
gamblers to evade the provisions of the 
Horton law, which, if it had been honestly 
enforced, would hardly have needed repeal. 
It was so loosely drawn, however, that its 
infraction was comparatively easy. The 
new law is an ironclad one, and prize fight- 
ing for money is now impossible in New 
York. Its penalties are visited alike upon 
the pringipals and the promoters, and its 
provisions are so rigid that the police can- 
not neglect their enforcement. The dis- 
graceful’scandal exposed by Mrs, Selby and 
Mrs. Corbett will not be repeated in New 
York at least. They richly deserve divorce, 
if for no other reason, on the score of the 
dishonesty of the gwo rogues to whom they 
are married. If their disclosures shall tend 
to make ring contests less profitable in the 
future by putting people on their guard it 
will not be a public calamity. 


THE MAINE ELECTION. 

Maine has not been so good a political 
barometer as Vermont. Partly because 
of the abnormal development of green- 
backism in the former State a third of a 
century ago its September elections in Pres- 
idential years have been deceptive some- 
times. Thus in 1880 there was a plurality 
of over 18,000 for the fusion candidate 
of the Democrats and greenbackers. 
Nevertheless, Garfield was elected President 
two months later. But of recent years 
conditions in Maine have been more 
normal. The small Republican plurality 
of 11.503 at the September election of 1892 
pointed to the defeat of Harrison, as the im- 
mense plurality of 48,246 did to the defeat 
of Bryan.

THE PASSION FOR SPEED. 

Speed is the American’s passion. No train 
or steamer can go quite fast enough to sati» 
fy him so long as he believes greater speed 
is attainable. He is pleased to learn that 
faster time can be made on American than 
on English railways. He takes an interest 
in an ocean steamer which “ breaks the 
record,” even though he may never expect 
to cross the Atlantic. The news that the 
Deutschland has cut down by four hours 
the time required for a trip appeals to his 
imagination. | 
Benjamin Franklin may be to some extent 
responsible for this American peculiarity. 
He bade the young tradesman “ remember 
that time is money.” That admonition has 
been repeated so often that people have 
come to believe that if time occupied in 
traveling is diminished they have saved 
money. | 

The saving of time and money through the 
replacement of the stage coach by the rail- 
road—of an inferior by a superior mode of 
locomotion—is evident. But when an at- 
tempt is made to get the highest possible 
rate of speed out of locomotive or ocean 
steamer there is not much gain in time. 
Economy and excessive speed do not always 
go hand in hand. Whether the saving in 
time is a saving in money depends on the 
use made of the time. The passengers by 
the Deutschland had four hours more on 
land and four hours less on the ocean than 
they would have had if they had gone ona 
slower boat. How much they gained by 
this no one knows. Four extra hours in 
Plymouth or London may not be important. 
In order that the Deutschland may make 
such fast time it is provided with larger 
nsive engines and is used ex- 
clusively for carrying passengers and mails. 
As there is no revenue from freight, the 
rates charged passengers, even when there 
are a full thousand of them, must be higher 
than those charged on slower boats, which 
have freight earnings. One who crosses the 
Atlantic on an extremely swift boat pays 
more for the privilege, but may not have 
so pleasant a voyage. The vibration of a 


| steamer driven at such high speed is con- 


tinnous and unpleasant. 

As Dr. Holmes did not “ dare to write as 
funny as I can,” so American railroad man- 
agers do not dare to run trains as fast as 
they can. They have found it does not pay. 
It begets competition and rate cutting. The 
road which, owing to Hghter grades and 
better roadbed, can make faster time than 
its rivals does not attempt to utilize its ad- 
vantages. It knows that if it bids for busi- 
ness with less time its competitors would 
bid for business with lowerfares. So roads 
do not try to cut Gown their running time to 
the lowest possible notch, which would 
mean a decided increase in operating ex- 
penses, and they charge higher rates on 
their fast trains. Some people pay those 
rates, not so much to save time as to travel 
by the fastest possible conveyance. 

Should some new motive power be dis- 
covered decidedly superior to steam, in- 
creased speed and lower fares may be se- 
eured, to the great gratification of Amer- 
icans. Under present conditions, however, 
greater speed has to be purchased at a high 
price, and the saving in time is, compara- 
tively speaking, so small that few but Amer- 
icans would care about it. They area pe- 
culiar people. They will dawdle away half 
an hour to take a train which is ten minutes 
faster than the one they might have taken. 

PHILOSOPHY OF CAR FARES. 
It is not unnatural that the first 
answer—sent in by a local attorney—to the 
street railway committee’s questions should 


deal with the subject of fares. 


The proprietor or man on a salary ap- 
preciates imperfectly the significance of this 
subject to the common people. If the form- 
er wish to ride they do not hesitate on ac- 
count of the cost and they do not feel“ 
the loss of the nickel from their pockets. 
When one learns, however, of numberless 
families which as good as never visit the 
parks because of the car fare, and of 
crowded districts within a three-mile radius 
of Lincoln Park, the dwellers in which 
eannot reach that point without paying 
double, fares, it is realized how vital the 
question of fares is to the people. 

The ordinary man of affairs is also apt 
to take a narrow view of this question in 
its relation to the general development of 
the city. The down-town retailer approves 
low fares. The petty shopkeeper some- 
what removed prefers high fares. The man 
whose interests are midway between the 
center and the limits of the city may take 
readily to the idea of a zone or some other 
system of graded fares. The landlord in the 
outskirts approves a uniform fare. Few of 
these persons, however, have canvassed 
the subject beyond the margin of their 
individual interests. 

Nor is Chicago peculiar in its neglect to 
treat broadly so important a matter. Only 
in Boston has there ever been a deliberate 
attempt made even to ascertain, for a large 
city and its environs as a whole, the rates 


of fare currently paid. The preliminary 


commission which reported in 1892 on the 
need for a subway made a careful analysis 
of the fares then paid on the electric and 
steam roads of Boston and its suburbs 


and charted the results in an illuminating | 


manner. But not even in Boston has there 
been any real attempt to arrive at an ac- 
cfrate understanding of the effect of fares 
upon business and social conditions. 

The centralization, however, of business, 
the expansion of the city limits, with its 
accompaniment of vacant lots, and the scat- 
tering of so many people beyond those 
limits, are facts distinctly related to the 
uniform fare which usually prevails in 
American cities. 

The question of lower fares—on whatever 
system they may be arranged—is likewise 


of vital importance to business and social 


development. The interests of such de- 


velopment demand that fares should not 


exceed an amount sufficient to attract req-

of night fires on State street and midnight 
obituary notices, the name of General Otis 
can never be mentioned without their think- 
ing of a stern man sitting firmly on a tele- 
graph table and slashing out whole pages of 
startling information with a blue pencil that 
looked as big as a barber pole. 

All Generals and commanders at telegraph 
points during the war carried out the man- 


date of the government requiring the cen-. 


sorship of all reports intended for publica- 
tion in newspapers as well as all classes of 
messages. General Otis was strict in his 
duty in this respect, and his opportunities 
were so numerous his name revives more 
memories of the time the censor held his 
sway than does the mention of any other 
commanding officer of the army. 

The public in general, while it follows 
closely the maneuvers of an army in the 
field, does not think of the battles that are 
fought in the censor’s office and of which no 


historian sings. The public does not know | 


how, after every important action in the 
field, a long, thin line of agonized war corre- 
spondents swoops down upon the censor as 
if to rout him horse, foot, and dragoons. It 
does not see the censor lying behind the 
telegraph desk in ambush and meeting the 
first rush of the enemy by a counter-charge 
with his shining blue pencil. It does not 
see the artful maneuvering of the corre- 
spondent brigade and the tactics it resorts to 
in order to deceive and discomfit the 
censor. Nor does it know how, at last, when 
the copy falls thick and fast about the 
censor and he is apparently overwhelmed, 
he waves his blue pencil in the air, and, 


slashing right and left, cuts his way out and 


leaves dead newspaper copy lying in wind- 
rows on the floor. This Is all unpublished 
history. But for ways that are dark and 
tricks that are vain the war correspondent 


almost equals the heathen Chinee. He is 


fuller of sinister devices than a Boxer, but 
he is opposed to any enemy that never sleeps 
and whose law is like unto that of the Medes 
and Persians. The censor is the court of last 
resort. He is a Cesar, beyond whom there 
is no appeal. 

Three correspondents of a Chicago paper 
found themselves in Tampa, ready to sail on 
the expedition which was to go to Santiago, 
but whose destination at that time was 


veiled in the most turgid darkness. These 
correspondents had no code, and if they had 
it would have been of no avail, for code 
words were not allowed unless the censor 
was supplied with a copy of the code and 
knew exactly what was meant by the code 
words, the same as if the message was writ- 
ten out in plain English. These three cor- 
respondents knew that their paper was anx- 
ious to know when the expedition was to 
sall, but of course not one word of any in- 
formation of this kind could be sent. 
Finally one of the correspondents hit upon 
a brilliant scheme. He sent this message: 
“Smith and Thompson are still at Port 
Tampa.“ By this he meant to convey the 
information to his paper that the expedi- 
tion was still at Port Tampa, as Smith and 


‘Thompson were the two other correspond- 


ents who were to go on the transports, 
and their being still at Port Tampa argued 
that the expedition wasalsothere. The next 
day he sent this message: “Smith and 
Thompson may leave tomorrow.” The 
censor in Tampa scented nothing, and the 
messages were allowed to go over the wire. 
The next day the expedition started, and 
this message was sent: I am not able to 
handle all this work alone. Smith and 
This 
message went through. The transports 
started, but information arriving in regard 
to the Spanish fleet cruising in the path of 
the transports, the expedition returned to 
Port Tampa, and the faithful envoy at 
Tampa sent this message: Smith and 
Thompson still at Port Tampa.“ 

The correspondent was thrown into a 
nervous state bordering on apoplexy that 
night by the receipt of this message from 
his managing editor: “ Quit wiring bulletins 
about the maneuvers of Smith and Thomp- 
son. They have their orders to go on the 
transports and will attend to their own busi- 
ness, and, you should do the same. What 
we want from you is full and complete ac- 
counts of when the expedition will safl, and 
where it will go.”

An appreciation of 20 cents a bushel on a. 
crop of 2,000,000,000 bushels means the vast 

gain of $400,000,000 to the farmers who have 

produced it. 

The price of corn at the beginning of 
September, 1900, was twice its value at the 
beginning of September, 1896—or about 40 
cents a bushel now as against about 20cents 
a bushel just four years ago. 


Causes of Former Low Prices. 


Up to within the last four years two cir- 
cumstances related to policies and politics 
unfavorably affected the market for corn. 

** First—The closing of the mills to Ameri- 
can labor and the panic-breeding talk of 
opening up the mints to the free coinage of 
silver curtailed in some instances and al- 
most destroyed in others, the consumptive 
demand for some fifty or more products de- 
rived from corn. 

“ Second—The tightness of money due to 
the hoarding of gold, because of the fear of 
free silver, made it mext to impossible for 
either the farmer to hold corn in his grana- 
ries or for the bull speculator in Chicago 
to hold it in elevators for any length of 
time after it was harvested. The corn had 
to be ‘ dumped on the market for spot cash 


‘as soon as it was grown, and such urgent 


competition of sellers only increased the 
sluggishness of buyers, caused by the heavy 
slackening in the demand for corn's deriva- 
tive products. 

“In the year 1899 the corn crop of the 
United States was less by 205,731,232 bush- 
els than it was in 1896, in 1899 the total crop 
being 2,078,143,9383 bushels, and in 1896 
2,283,875,165 bushels. Despite this decrease 
of 205,731,232 bushels the total value of the 
1899 crop was greater by $138,203,143 than the 
value of the 1896 crop, the value of the crop 
of 1899 being $629,210,110, and that of 1806 
006 


Gains Under Republican Rule. 

“During the last six months of 1899, after 
there had been three years of steady im- 
provement in conditions under Republican 
rule, the price of corn at its lowest, 30% 
cents per bushel, was higher than the high 
record for the last six months of 1806, while 
the highest quotation for the last half of 
1899, at 34 cents per bushel, was about 10 
cents higher than the high record for the last 
half of 1896.

“This has enabled farmers to make loans 
secured by their cattle or hogs, and by use 
of such funds to keep their corn for feed 
and for raising hogs, instead of selling it. 
Four years ago this cattle paper was not 
looked on with any favor in the East. Now 
from $40,000,000 to $50,000,000 * 18 
loaned on it by Eastern brokers.” ,

BLUNDERS OF In SCHORE, 


STINGING REBUKE ADMINTS- 
TERED BY LINCOLN Iw 1862, 


Bryan’s New Champion Appreciated as 
a “Scold” by the resident in Civil 
War Times and Tartly Calleé to Ac- 
count for His Mistakes—His Present 
Position Shown to Be “ Ridiculous ”

Chicago, Sept. 8. —[Editor of The Tribune. 
There would be something pitlable in the 
exhibition Carl Schurz makes of himself in 
his open letter to Secretary Gage in the 
attempt to show that a Republican Congress 
and administration will be responsible for 
the failure to enact some law that will tie 
the hands of William J. Bryan so that he 
will be unable to carry out his scheme of 
substituting a silver for the gold standard 
in case of his election to the Presidency, if 
his whole argument did not make him 
supremely fridiculous. This argument 
amounts simply to a confession that the 
man whom Mr. Schurz proposes to support 
for the Presidency, on the ground of his 
opposition to the bugbear of “ {mperialism,” 
is not fit to be trusted, and an implied threat 
to hold his political opponents responsible 
for any disaster that may befall the country 
from injury to its credit if they do not take 
measures in advance to render this impos- 
sible. If any argument were needed to 
prove Mr. Bryan’s absolute unfitness for 
the position to which he aspires it has been 


champion in the per- 


But this has not been the only instance 
in which Mr. Schurz — to use a homely 
but expressive phrase—has opened his 
mouth only to “put his foot in it.” Al- 
though in later years a professed 
of Mr. Lincoln and the author of elaborate 
eulogies of the martyred President, he was 
one of those professed Republicans during 
the last years of the civil war who were the 
vindictive and unsparing critics of Mr. Lin- 
coln’s policy and who conspired to defeat 
his renomination for the Presidency in 1864. 
Although treating Mr. Schurz charitably as 
a friend, and conferring upon him high mil- 
itary honors, no man had a more correct es- 
timate of his weakness and the unreliabi!i- 
ity of his character than had Mr. Lincoln. 
This was evidenced on several occasions by 
documents emanating from Mr. Lincoln's 
pen. A few examples of this sort may be 
Instructive at t time. 

While holding a military commission un- 
der President Lincoln Mr. Schurz was not 
only accustomed to indulge his proclivity 
for fault-finding in criticism of the policy of 
his Commander-in-Chief but to vent his 
spite against some of his brother officers in 
the field. An instance of the latter occurred | 
during the Virginia campaign in June, 1862, | 
which called forth the following response 
from Mr. Lincoln, addressed to Schurz at 
Mount Jackson, Va.: 

Your long letter is received. . . Tou say it 
is fortunate that Frémont did not intercept 
son; that Jackson had the superior force and would 
have overwhelmed him. If this is so, how hap- 
pened it that Frémont fairly fought and routed 
him on the 8th? Or is the account that he did 
fight and rout him false and fabricated? Both 
General Frémont and you speak of Jackson having 
beaten Shields. By our accounts he did hot beat 
Shields. He did meet and drive back with disaster 
about 2,000 of Shields’ advance till they were met 
by an additional brigade of Shields, when Jack- 
son himself turned and retreated. Shields himself 
and more than half his force were not nearer than 


twenty miles to any of it. A. LINCOLN. 
This indicates Se ty as a 
fault-finder, as well as Lincoln's estimates 


of his accuracy of statement. 

Early in 1864 Schurz applied to Mr. Lin- 
coln for permission to return to Washing- 
ton, apparently for the purpose of engag- 
ing in the political campaign of that year, 
although, as already stated, he was found 
a few months later in the ranks of those who 
were making war upon Lincoln. This re- 
quest Mr. Lincoln, in a letter marked 
private,“ under date of March 18, 1864, 
declined to grant on the ground that once 
out of the army it would be difficult for him 
to get in again. In sending him a copy of 
this letter ten days later on notice from 
Schurz that he had failed to receive the 
original, Mr. Lincoln added: 

I perceive no objection to your making a polit- 
ileal speech when you are where one is to be made; 
but, quite surely, speaking in the North and fight- 
ing in the South at the same time are not possi- 
ble; nor could I be justified te detail any officer 
to the political campaign during its continuance 
and then return him to the army. 

Mr. Lincoln could scarcely have put the. 
intimation to Mr. Schurz more plainly that, 
as a soldier, it was his duty to fight rather 
than indulge his passion for speechmaking. 
It cannot be claimed now, however, that he 
is under any such obligation to restrain his 
fondness for talking. 

The most conspicuous example of Mr. 
Schurz's proclivity as a grumbler was fur- 
nished in a letter addressed to Mr. Lincoln 
immediately following the adverse elections 
of November, 1862, and to this Lincoln re- 
turned probably the sharpest rebuke he ever 
administered in writing to any man. Mr. 
Lincoln’s letter bears date Nov. 24, 1862, and 
is (in principal part) as follows: 

General Carl Schurz—My Dear Sir: I have just 
received your letter of the 20th. The purport of 
it is that we lost the late elections and the admin- 
tstration ts failing because the war is unsuccess- 
ful, and that I must not flatter myself that I am 
not justly to blame for it. I certainly know that, 
ff the war fails, the administration fails, and 
that I will be blamed for it whether I deserve it 
or not. And I ought to be blanied if I could do 
better. You think I could do better; therefore 
you blame me already. I think I could not do 
better; therefore I blame you for blaming me. I 
understand you now to be willing to accept the 
help of men who are not Republicans, provided 
they have “heart in it.“ I want na 
others. But who ts to be the judge of hearts or 
of heart in it’? If I must discard my own 
judgment and take yours, I must also take that of 
others; and by the time I should reject all I should 
be advised to reject I should have none left— 
Republicans or others—not even yourself. For be 
assured, my dear sir, there are men who have 
„ heart in it that think you are performing 
your part as poorly as you think I am performing 
mine. A. LINCOLN. 

Mr. Schurz’s recent letter to Secretary 
Gage would indicate that he has not lost 
one whit of his capacity as a fault-finder 
which was so conspicuous a part of his char- 
acter nearly forty years ago; but President 
McKinley, instead of being depressed by 
this new outburst should rather feel compli- 
mented that he is being censured in the 
Fame manner that the illustrious and pa- 
triotic Lincoln was and by the same seif- 
appointed censor. If any man has occasion 
to dread results it is William Jennings Bry- 
an, who may well fear that the man who 
starts out in support of his candidacy for 
the Presidency by asking that a Republican 
Congress shall tie his hands to prevent him 
from ruining the credit of the nation can- 
not have much heart in it.“ P. 8.

Alice of Old Vincennes,” by Maurice 
Thompson, Tells the Story of How 
George Rogers Clark Saved the 
Northwest to the Union in a Most 
Charming Manner Brings to Light 

Ineidents and Traits Almost Neglect- 
ed by Writers. 

AURICE THOMPSON has written a 
story of the Wabash Valley in revo- 
lutionary days that will hold its 
place by the side of the best colonial 
romances. “* Alice of Old Vincennes 


(Bowen-Merrill company) is as stirring as 
Richard Carvel,” as full of humor and 


‘action as Janice Meredith,“ and as de- 


lightfully artistic in style as “ To Have and 
to Hold.“ It is the peer of any of these pop- 
ular favorites. The vogue of the historical 
romance will never die out so long as it pro- 
‘duces books like this. The genial and light- 
some spirit of Mr. Thompson’s story is not 
the least of its claims to distinction. 

The characters are drawn with a lifelike 
naturalness rarely, found in romantic writ- 
ing, yet the action is lively and dramatic 
The 
historical field chosen by Mr. Thompson is 
both rich and untrodden. His theme is the 
heroic and little-known campaign in which 


_ ©olonel George Rogers Clark saved the 


Northwest to the American union. The 
scene is laid at old Vincennes on the Wa- 
bash, where Fort Sackville was first occu- 
pied by the Americans under Captain Helm, 
was captured by the British under Governor 
Hamilton of Detroit, and was finally re- 


_ Captured by Colonel Clark after a terrible 


march from Kaskaskia. These men al! play 
parts in the drama, and the author keeps 
fairly close to historical facts in the main 
events, but he has not made the mistake 
of hampering his characters with too much 
history. . 


The French creoles of old Vincennes play 
large part in the story, and the sympa- 
thetic yet graphic touch with which these 
peoplé are portrayed is not the least of the 
author's triumphs. Pompous old Papa 
Roussilion, the first Mayor of Vincennes, 
with his curious mixture of boastful pre- 
tense and real bravery, is worthy to have 
come from the pages of Daudet. Alice, his 
adopted daughter, is the heroine of the 
story, and is drawn to the life. The rest of 
the characters are American and British 
soldiers, scouts, Indians, and a heroic priest. 


The story opens with a delightful, semi- 
humorous scené between Alice and Father 
Beret, in which the good priest vainly tries 


to get the girl to give up reading novels, 


but gets nothing more than a generous slice 
‘of her cherry pie and a glass of wine. Next

metaphorically at arm’s length, and pre- 
venting him from talking love, while at the 
game time dazzling him, so as to keep him 
away from a carousal, where the men are 
celebrating the arrival of a cargo of liquor.

fioats over the blockhouse it goes by. the 
name of la banniére d' Alice Roussillon.“ 
When Captain Helm and Lieutenant Bev- 
erley come to take possession of the fort in 
the name of the United States it quickly 
becomes apparent that the Lieutenant has 
likewise taken possession of Alice’s heart. 
The love interest centers about these two 
henceforth, and the fortunes of both are 
prettily interwoven with the ups and downs 


of that historic flag, first raised by Alice. 


When the British come and take the fort 
Helm and Beverly are deserted by the 
French people and are left to fight the ene- 
my alone. The unique scene in which these 
two men for a time.defy the British force 
is finely portrayed on practically historic 
lines. These two Americans bécome pris- 
oners on parole, but Alice’s flag is suddenly 
missing, and the attempt to make her give 
it up furnishes many of the exciting scenes 
that follow. 

Governor Hamilton and his British sol- 
fiers treat the French creoles with undis- 
guised contempt, and the cruelty which 
turned these non-partisan residents into 
bitter enemies forms a vital part of the story. 
Hamilton’s persecution of Alice because she 
has hidden the rebel flag leads the spirited 
heroine into a resistance that ends in her 
imprisonment. Here her further maltreat- 
‘meng arouses her American lover to exas- 
per tion, so that he gives up his parole and 
Wins the British commander that he means 
te #scape and bring Colonel Clark’s army 
% Vincennes. Hamilton sneers at his 
threat, but Beverley carries out his plan, 
undergoing a series of remarkable adven- 
tures at t 
sent to capture him. By the time he re- 
turns to Vincennes the story has reached 
us climax, and the capture of the fort by 
Clark’s gallant Americans bring about a 
thrilling dénouement. 

The power of the story lies in its exciting 

‘Incidents and in the superb way in which 
thése are handled to bring out the traits of 
the various dramatis persone. In less skill- 
‘ful bands such scenes as that in which Alice 
shoots a drunken soldier, who is abeut to 
kill Father Beret, would become melo- 
framatic, but somehow Mr. Thompson 
handles a number of such scenes without 
making the girl do anything that seems un- 
natural to ber spirited and lovable char- 
acter.

He has been 
proverbially unlucky as far as carriage ac- 
cidents are concerned. It may be hoped that 
he will be more fortunate with his motor car, 
though it must be confessed that it would be 
an appropriate termination of the reign of 
this most up-to-date of all nineteenth cen- 
tury sovereigns to meet with his end in an 
automobile accident.

23 Christian, husband of Queen Vie- 
toria’s third daughter, Princess Helena, and

He has but one eye, the other one 
having been destroyed while out shooting in 
the coverts at Osborne by an accident which 
report lays at the doors of the late Prince 
Henry of Battenberg, but the responsibility 
for which the Duke of Connaught took upon 
his own shoulders. | 


Ex-King Milan of Servia has not been any- 
where near Paris since the engagement and 
subsequent marriage of his son, and the 
stories cabled to the effect that the French 
government had threatened him with expul- 
sion recently are in consequence untrue.

That the Czar should have selected Prince 
Ouchtomsky as his special commissioner in 
China for the purpose of working in har- 
mony with American Under Secretary of 
State Rockhill, with Sir Walter Hillier, the 
English commissioner, and Baron Mumm 
Schwarzenstein, the German plenipoten- 
tiary, indicates that Russia cares little about 
going hand in hand with Germany. In fact, 
the appointment of the Prince may almost 
be regarded in the light of an intentional 
affront to the Kaiser, since it was but the 
other day that he published over his own 
signature in the St. Petersburg Viedmosti, 
or St. Petersburg News, a paper founded by 
Peter the Great, a statement to the effect 
that Germany was entirely to blame for all 
the present troubles in China, which had 
been precipitated to a great extent, so he de- 
clared, by the foolishness and discourtesy of 
Prince Henry of Prussia when at Pekin, and 
subsequently by the same faults on the part 
of the ill-fated German Envoy, Baron 
Ketteler. Indeed the article in question 
was one of the most hostile to Germany that 
it is possible to conceive, and its appear- 
ance in a newspaper regarded as a sort of 
semi-official organ of the Russian govern- 
ment created no end of a sensation at 
Berlrn. | 

The Prince passed through the Unfted | 
States a week ago on his way to China, and, 
in view of the fact that besides being Presi- 
dent of the Russo-Chinese Bank, he is one 
of the most intimate friends and cronies of 
the present Czar, it is somewhat surprising 
that his arrival here should have attracted 
so little attention. He is rather an odd- 
looking man, short, and disposed towards 
embonpoint, wears glasses, and has a short 
cropped beard, which, like his black hair, 
is turning gray. He was the favorite com- 
panion. of the Czar on the occasion of the 
latter’s trip to the far Orient prior to his 
accession to the throne, and belongs to the 
most ancient Russtan nobility, being, like 
Nicholas himself, descended from the House 
of Rurik. 

Until the accession of Nicholas he was 
only a subordinate official in the Depart- 
ment of the Interior. In fact, his intimacy 
with the heir apparent was the cause of so 
much jealousy on the part of his superiors 
that he was repeatedly denied promotion. 
The day after Nicholas became Emperor, M. 
Durnovo, then Minister of the Interior, ad- 
vanced the Prince to one of the most lucra- 
tive and highest in his department, and 
submitting shortly afterwards the commis- 
sion containing the appointment for signa- 
ture to the Emperor, the latter made sar- 
castic comments as to the suddenness with 
which his Excellency had discovered in the 
Prince merits until then unrecognized. | 

There are few offices in connection with 
the English court that have given cause to 
more misconception and speculation than 
that of the so-called bed chamber women 
to the Queen.“ They are today about eight 
in number who are actually doing duty, 
while there are eight more who are no long- 
er anything but honorary bed chamber 
women. All of them are women of aristo- 
cratic birth, some of them titled, while 
those who have no handle to their name are 
invested by virtue of their office for life with 
the prefix of the honorable,’’ exactly like 
the maids of honor. Nowadays they merely 
fulfill the duties of lady-in-waiting, oocupy- 
ing a slightly inferior rank in the hierarchy 
of the royal household to the ladies of the 
bed chamber, all of whom are peeresses of 
the realm.
